Every Disease
Every disease could be found in 

the two prison camps in which the 
sergeant stayed. Everyone suffered 
from malnutrition. The food con­ 
sisted of cracked corn and barley. 
No medical attention was avail­ 
able since all the doctors wer« 
needed at the front, they wer» 
told.

Patton, who weighed 210 Ib*. at 
one time, went down to 80 lbi< 
M present he is back to 151 Ibs. 
He suffered from malnutrition, di»» 
entery and yellow jaundice. 

Silent on Some Things
Like many of tha other POW'a, 

Patton would not say much about 
indoctrination except that thoa«
